REPORT & SCHOOL BOARD. 


The school report of a neighboring town givesan extract from the 
laws of Massachusetts, defining the duty of every teacher as regards 
moral instruction. Thefollowing is a part of it: ‘‘It shall be the 
duty of all instructors of youth to exert their best endeavors to im- 
press on the minds of children and youth committed to their care 
the principles of piety and justice and a sacred regard for truth, love 
of their country, humanity and universal benevolence.” 

We have been fortunate the past year in having teachers who 
recognized moral instruction as an important part of their work, and 
were not satisfied with simply assigning the daily lessons. They fol- 
lowed, so far as they were able, those methods calculated to train, to 
develop power, to give correct expression. The interest shown in 
the pupils was not confined to school hours, but followed them at 
recess and noontime, gave character to their plays and made plain to 
them that gentle manners need not spoil a good time. 

The appeal in our last report, to the boys and girls to do their best 
work, has not given us the hard study we wished. So far as our ob- 
servation goes no evil results are to be feared from too close applica- 
tion. A majority of our children recite alone and solose the stimulus 
of competion with others which arouses the mind to increased activity 
and gives more rapid advancement. We would do well to. bear this 
in mind and question if we are doing the best thing: for the scholars 
of Temple, when we retain the same number of schools that were 
expedient when each school numbered at least two-thirds as many 
pupils as are now found in the whole town. We have, in a small 
way, been glad to interest ourselves in the work of each individual 
and know that it has given encouragement to some, for they take 
pleasure in calling our attention to the progress they have made.

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REPORT & PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


On the Ist day of April, 1898, the treasurer had in his hands a bal- 
ance of $1.08. Received from fines during the following year, 70c. 
Paid Henry W. Hayward for can and oil, $1.03. Received from town 
for benefit of library, $60. Paid Mrs. W. D. Holt for arranging cata- 
logue, $18.30. Paid F. H. Merriam for printing same, $40. Received 
for catalogues sold, $3.75; leaving a balance in the treasurer’s hands 
Feb. 15, 1894, of $6.20. 

During the month of May the three surviving sons of the late 
Dea. Clement Heald presented the library with an elegant chandelier, 
which is an ornament to the building as well as an honor to the 
donors. From that time until winter the library was opened 114 hours 
every Saturday evening, as well as at the usual time during the after- 
noon. From April 8, 1893, until Feb. 1, 1894, there were taken out 
of the library 1,742 volumes, an average of 39 per week, quite an 
increase over the preceding year. During the same time there were 
received from the state and national governments about 25 volumes 
of state papers, reports and manuals, also two memorial volumes, 
one of Rey. J. B. Hill and the other of Hon. J. P. Haley; two vol- 
umes from M. H. Fisk, ‘‘McAllister’s Travels Around the Globe,”’ and 
his ‘‘Babylon and Ninevah.” In Sept. Mr. J. O. Killam presented to 
the library a map of Temple in a gilt frame, showing its former and 
present bounds with the names of all the first settlers on each lot, 
with the location of meeting-house, saw and gristmill, school-houses 
etc. It was prepared by an actual survey in 1878 by his father, Mr. 
James Killam. The map contains much information that cannot be 
found elsewhere, and as years go by it will be held more and more 
in value by all people who are interested in the early history of the 
town. 

Some encouragement has been given by different individuals during 
the past year of filling alcoves with books in memory of friends, but 
so far with no results. For the size of the library the trustees are 
proud of the number of good books init, and they would speak with 
pleasure of the neatness, order and care which always characterize 
the work of the librarians.
